| Chinese Villages Swept 


Away in Torrential Tide 
—Without Warning 


HANKOW, China, June 27. — A 
cloudburst in eastern Kweichow 
province has resulted in the des- 
rtuction of the important city of 
Tungjen with a great loss of life, 
according to meagre advices reach- 
ing here. 

The date of the disaster is not 
known but it is believed to have 
occurred June 20. 

Advices received here said that 

in addition to destroying Tung- 
jen, drowning thousands of per- 

sons, a wall of water swept 
through the Mayan river valley, 
drowning an additional thousand 
and destroying scores of villages. 

The disaster was described as the 
worst the area has experienced in 
30 years. 

Floods swept down the Mayan 
valley carly in the morning 
without warning, it was said, and 
they struck Tungjen while the 
city slept. They swept away the 
entire riverside population, tear- 
ing through the city, demolishing 
houses and drowning inhabitants 
who had no chance to escape. 

Tungjen is 400 miles southwest 
of Hankow. The Kweichow floods 
are pouring into the Yangtze 
through various streams, increasing 
the dangers of a further rise in that 
river.

Finance Minister Bonnet’s refer- 
ence to stabilization came at the 
end of a speech before the monce 
commission. The discussion 
had shown, he argues, that the dele- 
gation generally realized the need 
of stabilization.

A WARNING TO THE WICKED 

On this date, in 1830, on the oc- 
casion of the accession of William 
IV., there was issued a proclama- 


“For the Encouragement of 
and for the 
Punishing of 
and Immoral- 


Piety and Virtue, 


Preventing and 


Vice, Profaneness 
iw” > 

It was duly proclaimed in the 
British colonies in America and 
was a curious document viewed 
by modern eyes, a combination of 
the spiritual and political author- 
ity characteristic of the time. At 
the outset it called attention to 
the indispensable duty “To pre- 
serve and advance the honor and 
service of Almighty God and to 
discourage and suppress all Vice, 
Profaneness, Debauchery and Im- 
morality, which are so highly 
displeasing to God, so great a re- 
proach to our Religion and Gov- 
ernment and (by means of the 
frequent ill examples of the prac- 
tices thereof) have so fatal a 
tendency to the corruption of 
many of our loving subjects, oth- 
erwise religiously and virtuously 
disposed, and which (if not time- 
ly remedied) may justly draw 
down the Divine vengeance on 
Us and Our Kingdom.” 

The proclamation went on:— 
“We do hereby declare Our Roy- 
al purpose and resolution to dis- 
countenance and punish all man- 
ner of vice, profaneness and im- 
morality in all persons of whatso- 
ever degree or quality within 
this Our realm,’ promising to 
“distinguish persons of piety and 
virtue who give good example

“We do strictly enjoin and pro- 
hibit all Our loving subjects, of 
what degree or quality soever, 
from playing on the Lord’s Day 
at dice, cards. or any other game 
whatsoever, either in public or 
private houses. ... We do hereby 
require and command them, and 
every of them, decently and rev- 
erently to attend the worship of 
God on every Lord's Day, on pain 
of Our highest displeasure, and 
of being proceeded against with 
the utmost rigor that may be by 
law.” 

The judges end other officers 
were ordered to be very strict in 
the enforcement of the law and 
punish all persons guilty of ex- 
cessive drinking, blasphemy, pro- 
fane swearing and cursing, pro- 
fanation of the Lord's Day, to 
suppress all gaming houses and 
other lewd and disorderly houses; 
and “likewise that they take ef- 
fectual care to prevent all per- 
sons keeping taverns, chocolate- 
houses, coffee-houses, from sell- 
ing wine, chocolate, etc., or other 
liquors, or receiving or permit- 
ting guests to be or remain in 
such their houses in the time of 
Divine Service on the Lord's Day, 
or they will answer to the Al- 
mighty God and upon pain of 
Our highest displeasure.”

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Health and Diet Advice

TRY THE “CHERRY CURE” 

I recommend cherries to readers who are look- 

ing for a food that will build up the blood. In order 


to secure the best results it would be well to use 
the straight cherry fast for a few days, using 
nothing else but cherries. The way you are to do 
it is to eat the fresh, ripe cherries, simply taking 
as many as desired every time you feel hungry. 
This cherry diet is really not a strict fast, and the 
patients find that the cherries keep them full 
enough so that they do not miss other food. As a 
general rule, they enjoy the “cherry cure” which 
might be compared to the famous “grape cure” in 
Europe where the patient eats nothing else but 
grapes and is benefited. Once the average person 
gets started on the cherry diet he develops a crav- 
ing for the fruit which is satisfied in no other way. 

In eating such a large quantity of cherries the 
patient secures a sufficient amount to improve the 
quality of the blood. The “cherry cure” also 
cleanses the blood stream to a remarkable degree. 
Cherries build up the blood by reason of the food 
minerals which they contain, among which are the 
following: Iron, calcium, phosphorous, potassium, 
sodium, magnesium, silicon, etc. They also contain 
about 10% fruit sugar and malic acid. The tart 
taste is derived from the fruit acids but the min- 
erals which do you so much good are not tasted. 
The only way you have of knowing for yourself 
that they are there is the improvement in the way 
you feel. Even a short five day diet, of cherries 
helps to lessen that dull, loggy feeling produced by 
heavy winter foods and leaves you feeling more 
energetic, more able to tackle your work and bet- 
ter able to enjoy your play. Of course, the daily 
enema is taken during the time you are using the 
exclusive cherry diet. 

The elements needed to build up healthy blood 
can only come from the foods we eat. Fruits are 
especially fine blood-builders and of all the fruits, 
the cherry is one of the best. 

A good rule for you to follow when you eat 
cherries is to make a meal of them, taking no other 
food. For example, you may make the noon meal 
entirely of cherries for a week or two, if you do 
not feel that you need the fruit fast. Only one 
other food combines well with this delicious, red 
fruit at the noon meal and that is milk. I know 
that this will seem unusual to many of you who 
have been taught never to use cherries and milk 
together, but I assure you that they harmonize 
perfectly as long as no starchy food is added to 
this otherwise good combination. Just as soon as 
a starch is eaten with a cherry meal there is likely 
to be fermentation, caused by the inharmonious 
combination. 

Another way to use cherries is to eat them late 
at night, just before retiring, when the stomach 
has emptied itself of the evening meal. You will 
find that the mild fruit acids leave the mouth feel- 
ing clean and refreshed. In spite of their contain- 
ing fruit acids, cherries are truly an alkaline form- 
ing food, since the mineral ash which they leave 
in the body is an alkaline ash. For this reason, 
they have an extra benefit for those seeking to 
overcome acidosis, and might be compared with 
oranges in this respect, which are also splendid 
fruits for overcoming acidosis and making the 
blood more alkaline. 

Cherries should not be combined with starches 
and for that reason cherry pie or cherry tarts are 
not good. I do not advise adding them to any type 
of meal, but find that they do their cleasing, puri- 
fying, blood-building work best when they are 
taken alone or with milk. 

The cherry season occurs during this time of 
the year and I would suggest that now is the best 
time for you to eat all the cherries you want. When 
you treat yourself to cherries you are getting both 
iron and calcium. You can’t get too much of either 
one of them from your foods and both elements are 
as necessary to you as air and sleep.

ANSWER: If rhubarb could be made palatable 
without the addition of so much sugar in its prep- 
aration, my answer would be “yes,” but, as it does 
require this excessive amount of sugar, I never 
recommend it.

Two Hours Necessary to 
Select Men in Parsille 
Murder Case 


VEGREVILLE, June 27—It took | 
€wo hours to pick a jury at the trial | 
which opened before Mr. Justice | 
Ewing in the new court house here 
@t 2 pm. Monday, when William | 
McLean of Tennessee was charged | 
with the murder of Walter J. Par- | 
Bille of Manville. 

The young man accused and his 
father, Kenneth McLean, brought 
here after a long manhunt by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
were first jointly charged. Neil 
Primrose, defence counsel, immedi- 
ately objected. James J. Frawley, of 
the attorney-general’s department, 
who is prosecuting for the crown, 
admitted that the crown had no ob- 
jection to separate trials. Mr. Ewing 
then ordered that the accused be 
tried apart and the younger Mc- 
Lean was selected to be the first to 
go on trial on the murder charge. 
The grounds of the court house 
were crowded long before the open- 
ing hour of the trial, but none of 
general public were admitted at 
Sirst. 

The entire room of the court was 
filled with the 89 men who had 
been called for jury service. Flashes 
of scarlet and blue of uniformed 
mounted police officers and men 
made specks of color in the crowd 


MEN MANACLED 


The crowd surged forward out- 
side as the two alleged murderers 
were led through the grounds man- 
eacled together, and guarded by a 
trio of mounted police under Cor- 
poral Baynes. 

Young McLean, who has just 
Peached the age of 21, looked more 
like a well groomed young bank 
clerk than the Tennessee hill-billy 
of tradition. He had pale, clear-cut 
features, wore a smart blue suit, 
held himself erect, had fair hair and 
@ long, well-shaped head. 


The father, 58 years old, slouched |

Every Cook Should | 
Remember

The delicacy and sweetness of 
flavor of asparagus disappear soon | 
after it is gathered, so, to be at its 
best, it should be 
cut and used im- 
mediately if possi- 
ble. 

When buying, 
look for straight, 
crisp stalks with 
the little pointed 
scales pressed 
tightly against the 
stalk at the tip 
where the growth 
is the newest

Thick stalks are more desirabie 
than thin ones because the 
| lengthy thin stalks usually desig 
nate long growth and consequent 
toughness. Be sure, too, that the 
cut surface is not dry and that 
\the stalk does not feel tough and

| HANDLE LIKE FLOWERS 


| After buying fresh asparagus 
| treat it as carefully as you would 
cut flowers If tied in a bunch, | 
cut the cord. Keep it fresh by 


standing in a little water to retain 
its natural moisture and put it in 
a cool place 

When ready to cook, cut off the 
tough ends. Wash them well and 
put them to cook in cold water 
This extracts the mineral salts and 
the water is used to cook the rest 
lof the asparagus, the tough ends 
being skimmed out and discarded 

It’s also an excellent plan to re 
move the scales on the stalks. Very 


often sand and grit are 
lodged under these scales so close | 
to the stalk that no amount of 
brushing or washing can remove 
them. The heads should be handled 
very tenderly because they are 
easily bruised. Do not attempt to 

scrape the scales from the heads

Objecting to a proposed amend- 
ment to the fire by-law which pro- | 
vides that only licensed dry clean- | 
ing, pressing and repairing estab-| 
lishments may use gasoline or any 
other inflammable cleaning liquid, |

His work in the field won him 
promotion and later he was ap 
pointed “CRE. Ist Division n 
charge of all Ist Divisional Engin 
eers. 
| As the Canadian Corps expanded 
| he progressed until he was appoint. 
ed to command all the engineers of 
the Corps 

Under his direction the Canadian 
Engineers wrote their name in 
bright letters in the wat 

It was the engineer who built 
the mighty tunnel under Vimy 
Ridge. They laid the many plank 
roads and railwa light and 
standard guage that rushed sup 
plies close behind the advancing 
infantry 

One of the greatest engineering 
feats of the war was the bridging 
of the Canal du Nord. Sir Arthur 
Currie timed the whole advance of 
the Corps on estimates made by 
engineers as to the period necessary 
to construct bridges across the 
canal 

The building of the plank road 
across the Passchendaele marshe

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‘There are showmen and show- 
men, but there are few athletic 
organizations anywhere to pro- 
vide greater entertainment for 
the public than this House of 
David baseball team. Not a 
single fan at last night's “exhibi- 
tion that did not go away sound- 
ing praises of the bewhiskered 
ball-busters from Benton Harbor. 
. They're a treat to watch and 
they put on one of their Wiel best 
shows for Edmonton fans. .. . The 

game had everything. 


“Old Pete.” otherwise Grover 
Cleveland Alexander, was the 
cynosure of all eyes, of course, 
and ihis hero of a thousand big 
league ball games, in two in- 
nings on the mound, demon- 
strated just why he is ranked in 
baseball's “Immortal Trio” of 
pitchers. 


He is one of those fellows who 
hides his greatness beneath a 
polish that only the really great 
ever achieve . And he is a 
gentleman whom it is a pleasure 
to meet... . Years of being the 
hero of the throngs and the idol 
of thousands have not brought 
any brusqueness to the conqueror 
of world series’ stars and many 
Edmonton fans met and had 
chats with him yesterday at his 
hotel 


But while “Alex” was natur- 
ally the central attraction, there 
were many others to please the 
fans, principal among these be- 
ing Tucker, tall, loose-jointed 
first baseman. . . . Tucker has 
more stuff than a three-ring cir- 
cus when on a ball field and he 
had the pewholders rocking in 
their seats throughout the nine 
innings with his antics with the 
baseball. ... He can dazzle you! 

Tucker, by the way, is one of 
the two real followers of the 
House of David faith on the club. 

The other is Talley, left- 
fielder. . Both are vegetarians, 
not touching meat in any form. 
and neither smoke or drink in- 
toxicants... . What-a-men! . . 
They are beautiful ball players, 
both of ‘em, and have been tour- 
ing with the team for 15 years, 
Talley having travelled through 
tank-town, whistle-stop and city 
for more than 300.000 miles in the 
course of his baseball activities. 

He is the fastest man with 
them, despite his 37 years. 

‘The first sacker joined the club 
as bat boy when it was first or- 
ganized 

From first to last they are a 
fine bunch of athletes both in 
ability and their conduct off the 
field... . One of the finest fel- 
lows of them, incidentally, is the 
business manager, Murphy... . A 
long, lean Irishman with the car- 
riage of Connie Mack, “Murph” 
has been In baseball since he was 
a kid... . He's been a player and 
umpire In organized leagues and 
now has taken to the executive 
end.... He was greatly impress- 
ed with the new Renfrew Park 
stadium and stated that it was 
better than many in even’ class 
“A” leagues in the States and far 
superior to any encountered in 
any eities of this size. 

It's a hard life these touring 
ball players have and one in- 
stance that could be quoted is an 
experience they had coming here 
from Saskatchewan. .
